define the military value of Individual 
Ships. These ships might differ in dis-

France and Canada were joint sub- 
jects of an address given to members 
of the Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce by the Honorable Phillippe Roy 
Canadian minister to the Buropean 
republic, at the Macdonald Wednes- 
day. 

France went through a terrible ex- 
perience a few years ago, Her terri- 
tory was devastated and the problem 
after the war was reconstruction and 
money was borrowed for this, all this 
being raised in France 

By this and other actions, France 
showed the way to peace and today 
that country has at heart the peace of 
the world, 

Respect For Canada 

Speaking of Canada and France, Dr 
Roy said the Dominion occupled a 
high place, not only with France, but 
with all countries, He mentioned Can- 
ada's representation on the League of 
Nations and said that Canadian 
statesmen were very highly respected 
by their colleagues 

Canada’s stand on the question of 
the rights of minorities had been eritt- 
cized but this action would have a 
great effect and the speaker prophe- 
sied that more modern governments 
would function in all Buropean coun- 
tries. 

Referring to Germany Dr, Roy said 
that that country was not thinking 
of war, but of peace, The sword had 
been beaten into plowshures 

Think Internationally 

From now on the nations will do 
away with ardent nationalism in 
favor of internationalism, The people 
aro thinking internationally and thu 
is the royal road to world peace 

Dr, Roy then spoke of his students’ 
home in Paris, where students from 
all parts of the Dominion reside, He 
described the building and its opera. 
ion, stating that the students were 
getting on well and losing their views 
of sectionalism, gaining a conscious- 
ness of a great Dominion without bar- 
riers of any sort within its boundaries, 

Dr, Roy said he would return ot 
France encouraged by his visit to 
Canada io carry on the work for the 
Dominion, 

He then mentioned trade conditions 
saying this was growing with Canada 
and there was every reason to hope 
that some day Canada would be a big 
exporter to the republic,

Alone in the world, with her only friends tn jail, Mrs, Darling be- 
came desperate, particularly after her employer had told her that her 
husband would get at least seven years, and probably 14 years for his 


crime 

"You had betier start and get a separation,” was 
the woman told the police, Mrs, Darling went home and wrote her bus- 
band @ farewell note. She took the shotgun off the cabin wall, but 
fortunately she could not find any shells In desperation she went to 
the home of her brother-in-law, and having been told that aspirin tn 
sufficient quantity would prove fatal swallowed two dozen tablets, When 
she regained consciousness, she too was placed under arrest, charged with 
altempted suicide 

This morning, however, Chief Justice Simmons took a most mereiful 
view of the situation, He sentenced the husband to two months for
